The drive actually opens on Monday 
and will continue until Thursday A ug­ 
ust 31. 
Circular letters, with pledge

have been sent to 
every resident and property holder 
within the 
borough, asking 
for 
a 
subscription to this fund, the card to 
be returned before the date for the 
close of the drive. 
The Committee 
feels that as the business interests of 
the community have contributed half 
of the $4,000 which is asked, the resi­ 
dents of the town should make up 
the other half desired. 


in case this expectation is not real­ 
ized by the time the drive is con­ 
cluded, the committee then intends to 
secure the services of a number of 
members of the F ire Company and 
conduct a house to house canvass for 
donations to the fund, which it is now 
felt must be raised, as the general 
feeling in the town, seems to be favor­ 
able to this purchase. 


In order to give credit to all those who 
have made contributions to this fund, 
tne committee has arranged to publish 
the names of the donors, together with 
the amount th a t each one has con­ 
tributed in The Times. 
The list will

This is to a large 
extent 
also true in Belgium. 
Although these 
necessary steps 
require considerable 
time, they are justified in order to ob­ 
tain the desired results. 
If this connection, 
the services of 
Captain Eugene Le Roch, detailed to 
the commission by the French war de­ 
partment, 
was of great value. 
The 
commission 
was impressed by 
the 
work that has already been done by 
the allied governments and organiza­ 
tions, 
as well as 
by the 
individual 
communes and municipalities. Nearly 
every city or town in France and Bel­ 
gium has already erected or planned 
to erect, some sort of a memorial to 
her native sons. 
These vary in style 
from simple markers to beautiful ela­ 
borate memorials. 
They are not only 
things of beauty, but a constant in­ 
spiration and a reminder of the sacri­ 
fices made in the great war. 
As far as the United States is con­ 
cerned, considerable work has already 
been accomplished. 
The federal gov­ 
ernment is studying the question, of 
marking the American lines from an 
historical point of view, while several 
states, 
notably Massachusetts, 
Ten­ 
nessee and Missouri, are making plans 
similar to those of Pennsylvania. 
In 
fact, the plans of Massachusetts 
are 
quite well matured, while representa­ 
tives from Tennessee were in France 
at the same time as the Pennsylvania 
commission. 
After making the general survey of 
the situation, 
the commission 
made 
detailed 
studies of 
the battlefields 
where Pennsylvania 
troops took 
a 
prominent part, especially the offen­ 
sive between the Marne and the Vesle 
rivers, in the Meuse-Argonne, and on 
the Belgian front. 
The American cemeteries were visit­ 
ed and it 
is gratifying to see 
what 
splendid care is being taken of these 
sacred places by our own w'ar depart­ 
ment. 
Evidences of the feeling 
of 
appreciation 
of the 
French 
people 
were shown by the many and beautiful 
floral tributes placed by them in these 
cemeteries on Memorial Day. 
j 
The report of the commission is in 
course of preparation and will be pre­ 
sented to the 
legislature at its 
next 
session. 
Likewise the committee re­ 
turns to the United 
States with an 
added sense of responsibility of 
the 
importance 
of this work, and 
with
